The cause of this trend?) Why, 
this: The Russiaps came to these 
Caceh Jands, and particularly 
Prague, in the guise of liberators 

to be hatled with joy and grati- 
tude unbounded; Russia then was 
“the great Stay brother.” How did 
Malinoveky’s men respond? ‘Their 
behavigur was such that love Lurn- 
ed to hatred. 

In due courne Koniev's troops - 
of better quality and with more 
iden oof discipline -- replaced 
Malinovsky’s, As their hatred 
grew leas fierce in consequence, the 
Cacchs' contempt increased for 
what they were quick lo recognise 
as an inferior civilisation, 

To-day the great majority long 
to be rid of the Russians, Indeed, 
they long to be altogether masters 
in their own house. As to that, 
they know that, as soon os the 
Russians go, the Americans will go 
likewise. 

In consequence of all this, the 
extremist clements temporarily in 
power in the Provisional Assembly 
and Government are in a hurry, 
Their time is likely to be short.

THE QUARREL WITH POLAND 


Czechoslovakia has other major 
problems on her hands, There ts 
the “battle of the winter,” which 
will go hard for all if the Red 
Army continues to batten on the 
land, and will go hardest for the 
Slovaks. and for tho children 
everywhere.
